RESEARCH NEEDS 


As the result of a national meet- 
ing of research scientists from the 
US Department of Agriculture’s 
Agricultural Research Service and 
nursery industry representatives, 
the nursery industry is being given 
the opportunity to help shape its 
own research programs. 

According to the Horticultural 
Research Institute, ARS has 
pledged full cooperation with the 
industry in outlining research proj- 
ects to be conducted by ARS labo- 
ratories across the country. 

“ARS has requested that we 
furnish them a national priority 
listing of nursery industry research 
needs,” said Patrick D. Redding, 
administrator of the HRI. Re- 
searchers from the shade tree and 
ornamental plants laboratory in 
Delaware, O., have already planned 
an extensive tour of US nurseries 
this fall and winter to familiarize 
themselves with industry needs. 

“We're very excited about this 
meeting and its accomplishments. 
This workshop, the first of its kind, 
has opened the way for better 
communications between the Agri- 
cultural Research Service and the 
industry and will lead to a mutual 
cooperation that we have never 
before experienced. In light of this 
spirit of cooperation, the HRI ex- 
ecutive committee has established 
a new role for its organization,” 
continued Mr. Redding. “And that 
is as a clearinghouse for informa- 
tion on research being conducted 
throughout the nation, including 
projects at ARS labs.” 

The National Workshop on Orna- 
mental Crops, sponsored by the 
ARS and held October 7 to 18 in 
Beltsville, Md., included reports on 
research in progress throughout 
the United States at various ARS 
laboratories and discussions of cur- 
rent research needs of the nursery 
industry and how they can best be 
met.
